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TO  EE  WORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nationwide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
Sta.te  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  24  and  26. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series,     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax:  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  ^nd  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  nnd  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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I0',7A  AGE  I  CULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  HARD  IN  COUNTY 


Hardin  County  was  established  in  1851  by  an  act  of  the  Third  General 
Assembly,     l/    Originally  it  had  been  a  part  of  the  old  Buchanan  and  Benton 
counties.     It  was  named  for  Colonel  John  J.  Hardin  who  was  killed  in  the 
Mexican  VJar. 

The  first  settlement  was  made  by  Greenbury  Hag6ins  who  came  with  his 
family  from  Keokuk  County  in  1849.    Haggins  made  a  claim  on  the  Iowa  River 
in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  county.    During  the  next  year  several  more 
men  with  their  families  came  to  the  same  locality  and  a  settlement  was 
started.     In  the  fall  oi  1850,  Jacob  Kidwiler  made  a  claim  about  10  miles 
above  Eldora.     The  next  settlement  was  maue  in  the  vicinity  of  Iowa  Falls, 
and  in  1851  several  families  of  Quakers  settled  on  Honey  Creek  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  county.     In  January,  1853,  a  town  called  Point  Pleasant 
was  laid  out  on  the  north  fork  of  the  Iowa  River.     The  county  was  formally 
organized  by  the  election  of  its  officers  in  February,  1853,  and  the  land 
where  Sldora  is  now  located  was  selected  for  the  county-seat  in  June  of  that 
same  year.     J.  W.  Ackley  laid  out  a  town  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  county 
in  1857  and  gave  it  his  own  name,  Ackley.    No  houses  were  built,  however,  and 
it  was  not  until  the  Dubuque  and  Sioux  City  Railroad  came  through  that  region 
In  1865  that  Ackley  began  to  make  a  rapid  growth.     Steamboat  Rock  was  laid 
out  on  the  Iowa  River,   5  miles  above  Sldora,   in  1855.  2/ 

In  the  spring  of  1853,  the  report  was  circulated  that  gold  had  been  dis- 
covered along  the  Iowa  River  on  the  farm  of  John  Ellsworth,  just  south  of 
Eldora.     Undoubtedly  some  gold  was  found,  but  the  thousands  of  prospectors 
attracted  go  the  place  were  soon  disillusioned  and  many  dire  threats  "..'ere 
made  against  Ellsworth  for  spreading  the  report  of  gold.     The  search  was  start- 
ed again  in  1857,  and  repeated  in  1877,  with  little  or  no  result.     3/  The 
final  out-come  of  this  activity  seems  to  h~ve  been  the  naming  of  the  county- 
seat —  the  name  Eldora  is  a  short  form  for  Eldorado,  meaning  "a  wealthy 
country. 11  4/ 

Area 

Hardin  County  Is  approximately  24  miles  square.     It  embraces  569  square 
miles  5/,  or  364,160  acres,  of  which  350,908  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands. 6/ 
There  are  fifteen  townships — the  northern  tier  being  set  over  to  the  west  a 
little  over  a  mile  because  of  the  correction  line  along  the  northern  boundary 
of  Township  88.     It  ranks  thirty-fourth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State,  shar- 
ing this  place  with  Boone,  Jones  and  O'Brien  Counties.

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Soils 

The  soils  of  Hardin  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  location  and  origin;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bot- 
tom-land.    The  drift  soils  cover  73.9  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided 
into  Carrington  loams— 38,0  percent,  Clarion  loam — 19.5  percent,  Webster 
loams — 13.1  percent,  Lindley  loams — 2.4  percent,  and  Clyde  loam — 0.9  percent. 
The  loess  soils  cover  15.2  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Tama 
silt  loam — 13.2  percent,  Clinton  silt  loam — 1.2  percent,  Payette  silt  loam — 
0.4  percent,  and  Muscatine  silt  loam — 0.4  percent.     The  terrace  soils  have  an 
area  of  4,6  percent  of  the  county  are  are  divided  into  O'Neill  loam — 2,2  per- 
cent, Buckner  loams — 0.8  percent,  Waukesha  silt  loam — 0,6  percent,  Mi lis dale 
loam — 0,5  percent,  Fargo  silty  clay  loam — 0,3  percent,  and  Bremer  silty  clay 
loam — 0.2  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  6.3  percent  of  the 
area  and  are  divided  into  Wabash  loams — 4.5  percent,  Lamoure  silty  clay  loam 
— 1,4  percent,  and  peat  and  muck  0.4  percent.  7/ 

Topography 

The  western  part  of  Hardin  County  is  in  the  Wisconsin  drift  area  and  is 
rather  flat.     The  surface  is  marked  with  saucer-like  depressions,  low  winding 
ridges  and  occasional  knob-like  hills.     The  principal  streams  cut  through 
these  a.reas  with  rather  deep  channels,  but  they  have  only  a  few  tributaries 
and  chese  are  not  very  extensive.     To  the  east  of  this  Wisconsin  drift  plain 
is  a  chain  of  hills  and  ridges  6  to  30  feet  high.     This  region  is  known  as 
the  Altamont  Moraine  nnd  varies  in  width  from  2  to  5  miles,  entering  the 
county  from  the  northeast  and  extending  southward  past  Eldora  and  then  south- 
west into  Marshall  County.     East  of  this  morainic  area,   the  topograiohy  is 
from  gently  to  strongly  rolling.     'The  northeast  part  of  the  county  has  the 
typical  Iowa  drift  topography,   the  soil  is  of  loessial  origin,  but  the  early 
drift  topography  is  apparent. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  effected  mainly  by  the  Iowa.  River  and  its 
tributaries;   it  is  estimated  that  more  than  90  percent  of  the  surfa.ee  is 
drained  by  this  river  system.     A  small  area  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the 
county  is  drained  by  the  tributaries  of  the  Cedar  River,   and  in  the  extreme 
southwestern  corner,   Indian  Creek,  a  tributary  of  the  Skunk  River  provides 
the  draina.ge.     The  chief  tributaries  of  the  Iowa.  River  are,  Beaver  Creek, 
South  Pork  Iowa  River,   Tipton,  Honey,  Minerva,  Mud,  Bear,  Cedar  and  Pine 
creeks.     The  bottom-lands  are  about  100  feet  wide  near  the  edges  of  the 
streams,  and  the  terraces,  or  second  bottoms,  occur  mainly  along  the  Iowa 
River,  South  Fork  Iowa  River,  and  Beaver  Creek.  8/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939  incl.)  was  46  degrees. 
The  average  precipitation  for  67  years  (1863-1930)  was  33.85  inches,  ~nd 
the  growing  season  averaged  145  days  between  the  killing  frost  da,tes  of

Population 

No  official  record  of  the  population  seems  to  have  been  kept  beiore  1854:, 
when  1,265  inhabitants  were  reported  by  the  State  census,  but  an  estimated 
30^  were  in  the  county  in  1852.     The  coming  of  the  railroad  in  the  late  60 1 s 
greatly  stimulated  the  population  growth.     An  increase  of  over  8,000  persons 
occurred  between  1865  and  1875.     There  are  40  persons  per  square  mile,  as 
compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.     The  following  table  shows  the  number 
of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed 
parentage  content  of  Hardin  County  was  7,827,  or  34.1  percent  of  the  total 
population.     Those  of  German  descent  led  with  4,649,  followed  by  the  Nor- 
wegians with  1,153.     The  English  nad  436  and  other  nationalities  had  very 
small  representations.  14/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  21  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county— 9  elevators,  7  creameries ,  3  livestock  enterprises,  1  petroleum  plant 
and  1  produce  establishment. 

As  a  whole,   they  had  3,700  members,  of  which  2,712  were  active,  and  7,550 
persons  did  business  with  the  21  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $2,750,848  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$572,398  worth  of  business.

Prui  t 


The  year  19n9  was  the  big  year  for  apples  in  Hardin  County;  there  were 
39,810  trees  and  28,557  bushels  listed  that  year.     In  1934,  11,035  apple  trees 
yielded  6,1^4  bushels.     Peaches  have  always  been  negligible  and  the  plum 
production  was  but  783  bushels  from  9,548  trees  in  1909,   the  peak  year.  The 
same  year,  cherry  trees  numbered  5,583,  but  only  533  bushels  were  reported. 
The  largest  number  of  grape  vines,  12,553,  were  reported  in  1884,  but  the 
largest  yield  was  reported  in  1309,  when  9,490  vines  yielded  48,554  pounds. 16/ 

Note  He gar ding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  Dy  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  'This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  ?s  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  n s  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  "re  based  only  on  acre 
age  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
townships  with  this  yield,  ~nd  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shewn 
to  vet  total  production  will  result  in  °  too  hi6h  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  °nd  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  °nd  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  °cr-ages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assum- 
ed to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields, 
are,   therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  as- 
sessors' figureso 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  20  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figures.
